I came across three cables today which have the hard-to-find male "C" type 
coaxial connector (as used on the R-390 & R-390a receivers) on one end, and 
a TNC connector on the other. The cable is double shielded, with silver 


braid, of the RG-214 variety. It looks as though the TNC could be cut off 
and a PL-259 or an "N" connector could be attached without too much 
aggravation. I am asking $10 each, shipped via Priority Mail, CONUS. These 
weigh about 3 pounds each, so about half of my asking price is for the 
shipping. 


I also have, once again, made up some of the meter kits for the R390a. The 
kit consists of a set of used, checked, surplus meters from some other piece 
of military equipment, instructions, self-adhesive labels, SS mounting 
hardware, etc.. The kits will provide you with a set of meters that most 
folks cannot distinguish from the originals. The carrier level meter will be 
accurate to within the width of its needle at any point across its scale 
when compared to an original meter. The line level meter resistance is 
somewhat different than the original, but only requires that you set the 
line level meter attenuator to the next lower position to get similar 
readings. 


The basic procedure for revamping the kit meters are as follows: 
1) Disassemble meter. 

2) Jumper out the internal resistor in the meter. 

3) Apply self adhesive label to back of meter face card. 

4) Reassemble meter and install in radio. 


I have sold a number of these kits in the past and have yet to receive any 
complaints or refund requests. All persons hereby considering purchase of 
these meter kits should BE AWARE that the recycled meters may contain radium 
paint. I do not have the means to test them for such "hazardous" substances 
other than the optical scanning method which indicates that they no longer 
glow. If you are squeamish about the possiblilty of rendering yourself 
sterile or worse from the real or imagined menace of what may be contained 
within said meters please do not send me your money nor indicate any 
interest in these kits to me. 


For those of you who would not find it alarming if you accidentally fell 
asleep with an OA2 in your front pocket, the price of the kit is $28, 
shipped CONUS.

Item #1 is the thermocouple. Very easy check. Open the small back 
cover, and pull the BNC off the box (that's the thermocouple). 
Resistance between the BNC center connecter and the rear (LO) terminal 
on the top should be almost 0 ohms. If not, you've got a problem 
there. 


Item #2 is the oscillator. Generally, if the unit has sat unused, 
you'll have poor connections on the turret fingers. Take the turret 
out, polish the pins and the inside fingers in the oscillator box with 
Brasso, rinse with lacquer thinner. Also, the coil wires break, but 
are repairable (take out the section that has the problem coil, fix 
it, replace, then go onto the next section if you need to). Also, you 
may need a 5763 oscillator tube. 


You can take the unit completely apart quite easily. Watch the 
spacers (thin) on the resonating capacitor front mounts and the spacer 
rings on the top terminal. You can use paper cement to stick the 
front ones in place for reassembly. Don't fuss with the vane that is 
next to the MMF capacitor---it's part of the calibration. Also, the 
electrometer tube is a selected 2A6---be careful handling it. 


d##Item #3 is the constant voltage transformer on the back panel. If it 
is open or shorted (check to ground as well), just wire around it on 
the power supply chassis and remove it. 


The manual gives the procedure for setting the four pots on the back 
of the power supply. There is a very lengthy procedure for 
calibrating the resonating caps, but if you don't fuss with them, 
they're probably OK. 


If your thermocouple is open, take it apart (carefully) and take a 
good look. My second unit showed open, but the cross wires were OK. 
The open was in the staked-over grommets at each end of the heater 
wire (the one you just ohmed), and a little careful work using a small 
soldering iron and 37-63 eutectic solder (the stuff used in there at 
the factory is higher temp---don't melt it) restored continuity.

This isn't rocket science... you place the pointer at the top of the 
message you are including xparts* of, and click-drag to where you need 
to include, and then hit the backspace or delete key... painless, 
easy, quick, and very helpful to the list. 


PLEASE begin to pay attention to this... those who consistently can not be 
bothered to be considerate of the list will forfiet posting privileges 
and risk not being invited back for membership. 


Treat the list as a symposium. In such an environment, with 600 others 
attending who have paid to be there, it is unlikely you would repeat 
someone else's portion of a conversation in its entirety as part of 
your own remarks... it would become very tedious, very quickly, if you 
did... especially if you repeated even the closing signature block of 
the previous message.
